Natcugz, May 2d. 
-A rumor reached this place yester- 
day through rebel sources of a battle 
at Alexandria on Thursday, in which 
Dick Taylor was defeated. It is sta- 
ted he made a vigorous assault upon 
the works recently erected there and 
was repulsed with t loss. Wirt 
Adams’ cavalry are hovering near this 
city. Their movements are su 
to cover the crossing of arms and am- 
munition below this city for Kirby 
Smith. Gen. A. L. Lee and nineteen 
other officers are under arrest at New 
Orleans for declaring that the Red 
river expedition was not for fighting, 
but for thieving and speculation. 
Caxcaco, May 7th. 


Gen. Steele left Camden for Little 
Rock on the 26th, being out of sup- 
ies. On the 13th he crossed the Sa- 
ine river at Jenkin’s Ferry, but be- 
fore crossing, was attacked by the 
rebels under Fagan. A portion of the 
rebel cavalry crossed the Saline and 
contined to haraas Steele during the 
whole march causing considerable 
alarm. He was able however, to pre- 
vent the rebels doing him any injury, 
but found it n to destroy his 
train and demolish every bridge be- 
hind him. His cavalry reached Little 
Rock on the Ist, the main force being 
within four miles of that place. Little 


Rock and Pine Bluff are believed to be [ 


safe from any attempt of the enemy. 
Reinforcements have been sent to the 
Jatter place. The failure of General 
Steele is a necessary consequence of 
the disaster to Gen. Banks. Had the 
latter General been successful the cap- 
ture of Camden by Steele would have 
had a strong influence in preventing 
the rebels from retrieving their losses 


in the trans-Mississippi department. 


Cuicaco, May 7. 

Memphis papers of the 5th, say 
5 advance, 700 strong, with 
two of artillery, encountered 
one of Forrest’s brigades, 1,000 strong, 
near Bolivar, on Monday last. A fight 
of two hours resulted in the enemy be- 
ing driven from his entrenchments 
across the river, burning the bridge 
behind him. We killed and wounded 
a number, and captured several. Our 
loss was two killed and ten wounded. 
Gen. Sturges is still in pursuit. The 
steamer Metropolis arrived at Mem- 
phis 4th, from Orleans, with intelli- 
gence that the rebels are concentra- 
ting at several points on both sides of 
the river. There is considerable ex- 


- citement at Natchez, and an attack on 


that place is expected. More or less 
excitement existed at every town be- 
tween Vicksburg and Natchez, and the 
wildest rumors are in circulation stat- 
ing that the enemy are advanclng on 
Port Hudson in two columns, with 


twenty-six pieces of artillery. 


Camo, May 6th. 


The officers just arrived from Alex- 
andria report that the efforts to raise 
the Eastport are unsuccessful. Her 
uns were removed and she blown up. 
On the way back the 600 sent to her 
assistance were fired upon by a bat- 
tery of BB oo - on shore, and a 
fight e , in which we lost several 
men. 

River Bluff, Arkansas, is reported 
captured by the rcbels, but this vecds 
confirmation.
